On the whole, however, we see a steady pickup of stampic ac- 
tivity. Many big shows are being held and this revives interest and 
activity. We believe that early fall shows are the best to start ac- 
tivity anywhere. If a big show is held early in the fall, the collectors 
are aroused and interest and activity revives and usually continues 
throughout the winter months. On the other hand, shows that are 
planned for later months give the boys something to get aroused 
over and they too revive and bring out the gang who are work- 
ing toward a definite end. 

So just remember, to keep stampic activity at its best, do some- 
thing to arouse and create interest among the collectors of your 
vicinity. No matter whether your club is large or small, you can 
benefit by keeping the collectors on their toes and one of the best 
ways to do that is to get as many of them interested and active in 
the project as you can possibly get interested. Having a finger in the 
pie does more than anything else to arouse and create interest 
and activity, so spread your work among as many as possible. 


A Great Philatelist Passes 


The death of Y. Souren at John Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore | 
takes away one of the greatest students of stamps this country has 
ever known. Elsewhere in this issue we print a story taken from 
the New York Times. This story may have possibly been written by | 
Mr. Kent Stiles, editor of the stamp department on the Times, for | 
Mr. Stiles probably knew Mr. Souren better than any other New 
Yorker. For our own part we have known and admired Mr. Souren 
for many years past. We recognized the things he was doing for the 
big things they were and had nothing but the most friendly feeling 
for this little big man. On several occasions we visited with him in 
New York and due to our friendliness we knew much of what he 
was doing, perhaps more than a lot of those who failed to culti- 
vate his friendship. 

A few years ago we spent several days in New York, much of | 
the time with Mr. Souren. One evening we played bridge at his 
apartment with Mrs. Souren and Kent Stiles. When Mr. Stiles left, 
Mrs. Souren retired and then Mr. Souren and myself went to his | 
store on Park Avenue and had an all night session looking at his 
stamps and studying his intricate apparatus for the examination 
of stamps. It was near 5:30 in the morning when we returned to 
his apartment before I went to my hotel. But Mr. Souren had other 
plans. With a quick change of clothes he was off to a day of fishing 
on the ocean. This little man was full of vitality, a hard worker 
“and a real student. For years past we have known that he was in- 
strumental in helping the FBI clean up many cases involving stamp 
fakery and counterfeiting of currency. He was an expert in this 
line and it is to be regretted that his activities were not appreciated 
to such an extent that his wonderful accumulation of philatelic 
knowledge and his apparatus might have been inherited by the 
Collectors Club where it could have been continued in use for the 
benefit of Philately.

Collector Prizes Nepal 
Stamps On Cover 


If one has the persistence and 
the patience, coupled with a bit 
of luck and extra spending money 
it is quite possible to get almost 
anything in the way of a cover, 


That’s how C. F. Scott of Hart- 
ford, Conn. feels when after two 
years and a lot of correspondence 
he was able to get covers act- 
ually posted, cancelled and sent 
through the mails from the Indian 
state of Nepal. 

When he finally goth through to 
the postmaster at the Nepalese 
capital of Kathmandu, that offici- 
al seemed to know what it took to 
please cover collectors, apparent- 
ly based on previous requests for 
service. 


Stamps and mail of Nepal, like | 


those of Tibet, are rather diffi- 
cult to get on legitimately used 
covers since the emissions of both 
places have more the aspects of 
a local franking power than in- 
ternational. The covers must 
therefore bear other stamps, us- 
ually those of India. 

While the Nepalese stamps used 
on Mr. Scott’s covers are about 
the ugliest pieces of paper used 
for this purpose imaginable, they 
nevertheless look like a million 
dollars from the philatelic angle. 
All are nicely tied with cancella- 
tions to the cover.

In Linn’s of last April 25, I had a brief account of an experi- 
ment of the Post Office Department in handstamping the- daily 
weather forecasts on incoming first-class mail. 

The information was brought to light back in the W. P. A. 
days by workers in the Federal Writers’ Project of Nebraska. 

It was in January, 1896, their research stated, that the P. O. 
Department at Washington put into effect a plan to furnish rural 
residents with the daily weather forecasts. A rubber handstamp, 
one aril a half inches square, with the weather forecast and the 
date and hour of its receipt, secured through the cooperation of 
the Department of Agriculture, was applied to all incoming letters 
before their delivery. The idea was abandoned after a tryout of 
six months. 

I had never seen one of these 
1896 covers with the weather re-

one in the hands of a collector. 

It was not until September 7 
when I received a letter from C.

Envelope: An envelope is what 
the cover is made from. For all 
practical purposes, such as mount- | 
ing and handling, it should be of | 
or 6 % size.

The first class air- 
mail rate is six cents (6c) for the 
first ounce and each cdditional 
ounce thereafter. Unless some 
thing bulky is enclosed, all covers 
come well under the one ounce} 
limit. 

Stuffer: A stuffer is a light

the name and the address of the 
person to whom the cover is to! 
go, whether your own or another, 
of the envelope.

The address should be placed 
|neatly on the envelope. Typing 
it, if at all possible, is the best 
form, Clear legible handwriting 
is also desirable.

Postage: In some of the offers 
of cover service, it is stated that! 
the sponsoring group will supply 


the postage for each cover. But 
the collector must apply 
or her own.

In a general interpretation of the 
term, it means that it will be 
possible to have covers carried in 
both directions of the flight or

In the case of the HPO inaugur- 
als, there is a Trip 1 for the out- 
going run of the mail bus, and a 
Trip 2 for the return. The post- 
marks applied to the covers clear- 
ly show the trip number. In such 
cases, full coverage means getting 
all the postmarks available. 

When the Post Office Depart- 
ment releases the official bulletin 
about the inauguration of new 
airmail service it states the towns 
which will be serviced and those 
which will supply cachets to cov 
ers. Full coverage here means

Gap In Expert Ranks 


A further report on the activi- 
|ties of the late internationally 
‘known Y. Souren appeared in a 
recent edition 6f the New York 
|Times. The Times story about 
| Mr. Souren is as follows. 

| Y. Souren, noted philatelist, who 


|eonducted Philatelic Research 
| Laboratories, Inc., at 394 Park 


| Avenue, New York, and marketed 
j}some of the most valuable stamp 
;collections in the United States 
died October 6 in the Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital Baltimore, at the 
age of 57. 

The former Souren Yohannes- 
siantz was born in Armenia the 
son of a merchant. He attracted 
international attention in 1939 
when he used the transatlantic 
telephone from New York to Eng 
land to enter successfully an $11,- 
560 bid for the only known used 
block of four of the 24-cent stamp 
of the United States 1869 issue. 

To acquire this postal piece. 
from the collection of the lat 
William Henry Crocker, San 
Francisco banker, he sent = an 
agent to London and kept a tele- 
phone wire open into the auction 
room, making his bids until com 
petition ended. Subsequently he 
sold the block here for $25,000. 

Mr. Souren came to the United 
States in 1917 and reversed his 
names, adopting the initial Y be 
cause of people’s difficulty in pro 
nouncing Yohannessiantz. He had 
studied medicine, chemistry and 
photography in France. Apply 
ing this scientific knowledge to 
philately, he devised photographic 
machinery with which, by using 
violet and other rays and the mo 
tion-picture screen for’ enlarge- 
ments, he was able to determine 
when stamps had been fradulent 
ly made and when spurious ink 
perforating and cancellations had 
been applied 

The Federal Secret Service uti 
lized his machinery and services. 
without cost to the Government, 
in tracking down counterfeiters of 
and paper currency. His
